Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interview mainly explained more indepth how the current prior 
art cited read upon the claims. Mr. Tufte explained the invention with reference to Figures 8 and 9 in the specification 
to highlight the purpose of the invention and how it differentiated from the prior art. Referring to claim 1, the Examiner 
explained how the claim was interpreted and how Nakayama was interpretted to read o nthe claim. Specifically, 
Nakayama discloses that the condition code is used to determine how an ALU handles the data. The Examiner 
explained that a conditional branch, in the most basic sense, determines which of two execution paths will be followed; 
in this case, the conditional branch is when the ALU determines which path it will follow to handle the data based upon 
the condition code. Also, there was some discussion on the interpretation of the claim limitation "indicating if a 
predetermined condition of a conditional jump instruction is satisfied". The examiner referred to the definition of 
"indicate" found at www.dictionary.com, which statest that it means "To show the way to or the direction of; point out" 
or "To serve as a sign, symptom, or token of; signify", and that the interpretation taken by the examiner, i.e. that the 
status bit indicates satisfaction when it shows that a condition is met or not, which it what the condition code does in 
Nakayama. Referring to claim 19, the Examiner explained that when data, such as the floating point data in 
Nakayama, is stored in a register, it includes certain flags, such as the sign. Similar interpretation to claim 1 was taken 
with the combination of Watson and Nakayama and the prior art was applied accordingly. For instance, when the jump 
field in Nakayama, i.e. the ALU instruction which is handled differently depending on the sign flag, identifies a jump 
stus bit of the at least one jump status bits within the identified addressable register in Nakayama, i.e. the ALU 
instruction which is handled differently depending on the sign flag. In conclusion, the Examiner admitted that the 
invention was significantly different from the cited prior art, however, the claim language is broad enough to incorporate 
the cited prior art. 
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
